RETTERING MANY HIGHWAYS 


Thomas O. Stanley Is Thus Busily En­ 
gaged at Present. 


County Highway Engineer T. O. 
Stanley is putting forth every effort 
to have the various roadways in Pet­ 
tis county in excellent condition by 
the time of the opening of the Mis­ 
souri state fair and in several parts 
of the county much improvement in 
the highways has resulted in the past 
f^w w'eeks. 
In the northeastern part of the 
county, from the 
Cartwright 
school­ 
house east two miles to the Union 
church, and east from Postal, gangs 
of w'orkmen are engaged, each force 
having eight teams. 
They are work­ 
ing toward each other, and when they 
meet will have placed six miles of 
roadway on the county seat highway 
from Sedalia to Boonville in first 
class condition. 
Another good sized force is work­ 
ing the Sedalia-Ionia road near the 
Benton county line. 
This force has 
six teams and is improving the road 
over Cannaday hill. 
Bridges are also being given s p e ­

London. Sept. 16.—The British prize 


ourt today condemned the greater 


of American cargoes of four Nor- 


j wegian steamships. 
The- values are 


declared forfeited to the crown. 
The 
judgment was delivered by Sir Samuel 


Evans, president of the court. 
It in­ 


volves cargoes of the 
Rim, 
Alfred 
Nobel Btornstjerne Bjornson, and the 
Fridland. 
All the goods on these vessels, con­ 
sisting of American meat products, 
are confiscated with the exception of 
a small proportion, which the court 
released to claimants. 
The case has been pending for sev­ 
eral months. 
The ships were seized 
last November, and efforts w'ere made 
by thr American owners to obtain an 
early trial. 
The hearing1 was closed 
last month and judgment reserved un­ 
til today. 
In a lengthy judgment Sir Samuel 
said it was plain the ships were carry­ 
ing towards Copenhagen, when captur­ 
ed, more than 
thirteen 
times 
the 
amount of goods, w hich, under normal 
circumstances, would have been taken 
to that port. 
That fact gave assurances the goods 
were intended to find their way to 
Gel many, although it did not prove 
conclusively that they were destined 
for ar enemy of Great Britain. 
The exportation of 
lard 
by 
one 
American company in three weeks 
after the cutbrcak of the war wras 
twenty times more than in periods of 
peace, said Sir Samuel. 
As to tins of canned meat, he said 
it was not shown they had been sent 
to Denmark in any great quantity be­ 
fore the w'ar. 
The tins, it seemed, 
could not have been meant for anyone 
other than German soldiers, and with 
the outbreak of the war were sent 
from America in great quantities.

Dedea- 
gatch railway. 


Bombardment of French Suburb. 
Paris, Sept. 
16.—The 
French war 
office gave out a report this afternoon 
reading: 
“The bombardment of a suburb of 
Arras brought 
forth 
vigorous reply 
from our artillery.” 


An Explanation Is Demanded. 


Rome, Sept. 16.—Because 
of 
the 
concentration of Greek and Rumanian 
troops on the Bulgarian frontier, the 
Bulgarian foreign minister 
has 
in­ 
structed the ministers of that coun­ 
try at Athens to demand an explana­ 
tion, according to a dispatch to the 
Gioranle de Italia. 
Press dispatches 
from 
Bucharest 
state the Turks have already begun 
to carry

Turko-Bulgarian 
agreement. 
They 
have 
abandoned 
the barracks at Karaghatch and de­ 
stroyed the forts on the right bank of 
the Maritza river, taking the guns and 
the barbed wire to the Gallipoli pen­ 
insula. 
The Bulgarian prefect at Stera, Za- 
gora, has gone to Adrianople to ar­ 
range to take formal possession of 
ceded territory in the 
presence 
of 
the Turkish and Bulgarian ministers.

Turks Fear an Army Uprising. 
London,

Constantinople are to the effect that 
all government financial institutions, 
such as the Ottoman bank,

paring to move into

Asia Minor. In fear of an insurrection 
in the Turkish army, all artillery will 
be placed in the hands of Germane. 


Russian City of Pinsk Captured. 
Berlin, Sept. 
16.—The 
capture of 
the Russian >city of Pinsk, about IOO 
miles east of Brest-Litovsk, was an­ 
nounced today.

Sfdalians Visited Lincoln. 


Paris, Sept. l l . —-William Sprague, 
famous w ar governor and twice Unit­ 


ed States senator from Rhode Island,! 


died here today, aged 85 years. 
William Sprague was the last of 
tho Civil w'ar governors. 
He outliv­ 
ed every member of Lincoln’s cabinet, 
every chief executive of the states, 
and nearly every member of congress, 
of tho war period. 
He probably was the youngest man 
in this country ever elected to the 
governorship of a state. 
When only 
29 years old, in I860, he was chosen 
as Rhode Island’s 
chief 
executive, 
serving three consecutive terras of 
one year each. 
In his third campaign 
only 65 votes were cast against him 
in 'the whole state. 
Born at Cranston, R. I,, in IWO, he 
early inherited a large fortune. 
The 
Sprague family had been prominent 
in the political, industrial and social 
life of the state since the revolution. 
Young Sprague anticipated the Civil 
war. 
For tw’o years prior to the out­ 
break he maintained two full batter­ 
ies of artillery at his own expense. 
When the war came, Rhode Island 
and Sprague were ready to rush to 
the front. 
The youthful governor, at the head 
of 3,000 well-drilled troops, was one 
of the first to reach Washington. He 
marched with his volunteers to the 
battle of Bull Run and later to the 
Peninsula. 
Governor Sprague was the last sur­ 
vivor of the famous conference of 
twelve Northern governors at Altoona, 
Pa., in 1862. 
“We had to lakh a lot of abuse in 
return for our endorsement of Lin­ 
coln’s Emancipation ’Proclamation,” 
said Governor Sprague recently. “We 
wrere hissed in the stfeeis and were 
denounced as traitors.” 
At 33 years of age, he entered the 
United States senate and served dur­ 
ing the administrations 
of 
Lincoln, 
Johnson and Grant. 
He married the beautiful and bril­ 
liant Kate Chase, daughter of Lin­ 
coln’s secretary of the treasury, and 
later chief justice 
of 
the 
United 
States supreme court. 
Lincoln, his 
cabinet, congressmen 
and 
foreign 
ministers attended. 
It w’as the most 
magnificent wedding ever 
held 
in 
the national capital til) to that time. 
It Is said to have ‘ cost ‘1 wore 
than 
$250,000. 
" ' " “W I 
The young couple led a brilliant so­ 
cial career in Washington and Rhode 
Island. 
Sprague erected a beautiful 
mansion at N arragansett Pier, which 
cost $1,000,000 complete, and wras the 
show palace of the state. 
The furni­ 
ture alone, all foreign made, cost $250,- 
000. 
More than $150,000 worth of art 
objects filled the 
four-story 
fram e 
structure. 
The crash came in 1873. 
W hen the 
financial panic sw’ept the country the 
$16,000,000 business 
house 
of 
the 
Sprague's, wrhich owned large print 
cloth factories and numerous other 
enterprises, went 
into 
bankruptcy. 
Lawsuits stripped the governor of his 
fortune, leaving him only his country 
home, named “Canoncbet,” after an 
Indian chief. 
Before he had recovered from that 
blowr another fell. 
Mrs. Sprague be­ 
came involved in a romance and sail­ 
ed for 
Jamaica. 
Senator 
Roscoe 
Conkling was driven fiom the m an­ 
sion at the point of a shotgun in the 
hands of Sprague. 
Divorce soon fol­ 
lowed. 
L ater “Canonchet” was sold over 
the head of the governor. 
Frank D. 
Moulton paid $62,250 for the $1,000,000 
estate. 
W hen he appeared to take 
possession he found “Canonchet 
in a 
state of siege. 
Governor 
Sprague, 
armed with his historic shotgun and 
surrounded by his 
supporters, 
stood 
ready to repulse invasion. 
The siege 
lasted for many weeks, until the m at­ 
ter was taken into the courts for set­ 
tlement. 
W hen Moulton died in 
1S86, 
hi? 
widow returned the mansion to the 
governor in consideration, it is said, 
of a mortgage for $62,JOO. 
Sprague 
immediately 
moved 
in, 
bringing his second wife, w’ho was 
Mrs. Dora Inez (Weed) Calvert, of 
W est Virginia. \ The old place was 
dear to the aged statesm an. Here he 
had entertained such Americans as 
President Garfield, 
Chief 
Justice 
Chase, Horace Greely, General Benja­ 
min Butler and Samuel J Tilden. 
The last blow' fell whet. “Canonchet” 
was destroyed by fire in 1909.

What

Body Represents It Today? 
Of all the truths which the Catho­ 
lic church teaches the one most diffi 
cult of belief to the natural man is 
the stupendous fact that God came 
down upon this earth and lived as 
man . Think w’hat 
that 
statement 
means! 
God, the Eternal, the Om­ 
nipotent, the Creator of the heavens 
and the earth; He who 
fixed 
the 
stars in their courses; He who by one 
word made out of nothing all that we 
see, the vast expanse of illimitable 
seas, the black, silent, towering for­ 
ests, the birds of the air in their mul­ 
titudinous 
variety, 
the 
creeping 
things under the earth, the fishes of 
the deep; He who made the smiling, 
fruitful valleys and 
watered 
them 
them with the gentle rains from hea­ 
ven; He who made man out of the 
slime of the earth and gave unto him 
the almost divine endowment of im 
mortality; this almighty, majestic Be 
ing, who “dwelleth in light inacces­ 
sible,” 
becomes 
man. 
The Highest 
becomes the lowest; Power becomes 
weakness; the King of the universe 
becomes a prisoner, shackled in the 
chains of material flesh. 
This is a truth, I repeat, 
so 
far 
above human reason, so weighty, so 
puzzling, so seemingly self-contradic­ 
tory, that it almost 
paralyzes 
the 
mind to dwell upon it. No human in­ 
telligence could ever have formulated 
this dogma. 
Had any man ever tried 
to do so his 
fellow’s 
would 
have 
laughed him to scorn. 
They would 
have thought him demented, even to 
think such a thing possible, and not 
one of the whole human race could 
he have got to believe him. 
Yet in the creed of the mass today 
you and I and three hundred millions 
of fellow’ Catholics all over the world 
confess our belief inf this great mys­ 
tery: 
“I believe in Jesus Christ, the 
only begotten Son of God, true God of 
true God, w’ho for us and for our sal­ 
vation came down from heaven and 
wTas made man.” 
At the last three 
words, “Et Homo Factus 
Est,” 
we 
bend our knees to the earth in ado­ 
ration of a truth which is beyond our 
human reason and 
which 
paralyzes 
our 
mental 
faculties to attem pt to 
analyze. 
Then w’hy are so many minds be­ 
guiled into believing a truth so mys­ 
terious? 
There are 
many 
reasons. 
There are the wondrous miracles of 
Christ when He lived upon this earth. 
All gave proof of His divinity. 
He 
made the blind to see, the lame to 
walk and at His word the leper’s flesh 
became as ruddy as a babe’s. Finally 
by His own power He raised Himself 
from the grave on Easter morn. 
His 
words, too; His doctrines, show Him 
to be God. 
He Himself claims divin 
tty, and if He be not divine, then is 
He the greatest religious mountebank 
that ever w’alked the earth. 
But there is another proof of His 
divinity, and to it I wish to direct 
your minds this morning. 
It was a 
singular 
prerogative 
of the life of 
Jesus Christ that men of the most 
diverse stations, training and temper­ 
ament should find in Him an irresist­ 
ible attraction. 
Philosophers of this 
world, the leaders 
of 
the 
w’orld s 
thought, all draw’ a following, indeed, 
but of wrhat kind? 
A fewr members, 
a handful of so-called intellectuals, a 
small band of enthusiasts, 
with 
a 
complacency in themselves, 
and 
a 
scorn for the rabble. 
Plato and Aris­ 
totle, the kings of thought, gatherec 


around them omy the educated, culti­ 


vated, gifted minds. 
Their message 


w’as to a select few’. 
But from His very 
birth 
Christ 


drew followers of al! ranks and sta­ 


tions. 
There were gathered around 
His birthplace, around His crib, that 


hillside*, men accustomed only to the 
silences of the stars, 
familiar 
only 
with the elementary facts of birth and 
death. 
And 
then 
the 
kings, 
the 
wisest men then on earth, who had 
sounded the depths of the science and 
learning of the world of their day. 
Both kinds came, both marveled, both 
adored. 
It was the spell, not of the 
genius and the brilliancy of human 
intellect, it was God’s spell over their 
hearts. 
In our Savior’s train of followers 
there were always minds of infinite 
variety; 
minds 
infinitely 
removed 
from one another, yet all resting in 
faith in Him. 
There were fishermen 
on the one hand, men accustomed to 
manual work, to silence, to the sea, 
and great doctors of the law’ on the 
other. 
The proud intellectual Nico- 
demus came to our Savior by night. 
Andrew’, the poor unlettered fisher­ 
man, leaves his nets to 
follow Him. 
Peter He chooses, a rough, scarred 
fisherman, talking with a Galilean ac­ 
cent, and Paul, too, He chooses, lresh 
from the studies of the Greek poets 
and philosophers, soaked in intellec­ 
tual and aristocratic traditions cf re­ 
ligion. 
And w hy, do you ask, why was the 
group following Christ so diverse, oi 
rather, how did He continue to at­ 
tract men of so various cast of m ind7 
It was because Ile 
was 
God. 
“He 
-qjoke as one having authority,'* says 
the Holy Bible, 
“and 
not. us 
the 
Scribes and Pharisees,” and it ados. 
‘the common people heard Him glad 
Sy.” He had formed and created the 
iranian heart; He had put 
into it a 
thirst for divine truth. He alone, who 
made it, knew’ the wants, the aspire 
lions, the capacity of the heart. 
He 
Hone could satisfy it. He alone could 
bring unto it the truth which would 
make men free. After He had wan 
de red for so many 
years 
over the 
earth seeking 
truth, 
St. 
Augustine 
sried out: “I have sat at the feet and 
hung at the lips of 
all the philoso­ 
phers of the world; I have burrowed 
into all the 
tomes 
of 
learning in 
search for truth. 
But 
Thou only, O 
Nazarene, Thou alone hast said to my 
soul, ‘Learn of Me, for I am the w’ay 
the truth and the life. Come unto Me 
and I will give you rest.’ ” 
And now’, my 
friends, 
I want to 
suggest an inference 
from this, and 
upon this inference I would have you 
ievoto a few’ reflections. It is this: 
lf it 
was 
the 
prerogative 
of 
the 
Blessed Savior to attract a following 
so varied, so diverse—nay, »f it was 
even a proof of His divinity that He 
did so—Ho 
must 
have 
given that 
power of attraction to the church He 
ha? founded. 
Few 
w’ho believe that 
Christ is divine, and 
believe in the 
Bible, will deny that Christ founded a 
church. 
If 
words 
mean 
anything, 
then when He said: “Thou art Peter, 
and upon this rock will 
I build my 
church,” He founded an institution as 
enduring as time, as divine as Him­ 
self. That 
institution, divinely-Vunc, 
must have, as Christ had, an at true 
tion for all amnner of minds. Remem­ 
ber, it need not subject ail minds to 
itself. Christ Himself 
did 
not 
do 
that. Some men repelled Him, some 
slighted Him. 
But 
it must attract 
some men of every cast of mind. 
This institution, w hatever it be, can 
not be a secret society, 
for then it* 
message must be for the chosen few, 
not for all men. It must not be limit­ 
ed to one nation or to one language. 
(To speak of an American church or 
a national church is folly, if the uni­ 
versal need of religion 
be consider­ 
ed). It must be at home 
in all na­ 
tions; it must be all to all; it must 
be one and at the same time it must 
be manifold; it must make an appeal 
and hold 
as 
adherents Nicodemus 
and Andrew, 
shepherds 
and king.-, 
Peter and Paul. It must claim a heav 
en-born mission. 
It 
must speak as 
one having 
authority, 
not 
as 
the 
Scribes and Pharisees. It must teach 
all men, white and black, learned and 
unlettered, the same creed. 
It must 
say to the 
scholar, 
the 
judge and 
the scrub-w’oman alike, “I am neav- 
en-sent; I am the bearer 
of God’s 
truth to men.” She must satisfy the 
Chinese coolie as w’cll as the mind 
of the United States supreme court 
justice. All men must be able to find 
in her their heart’s desire. 
Where will you find an institution 
that 
fulfills 
these 
requirements? 
There are in the United States some 
one hundred and fifty denominations 
of some prominence, all claiming the 
consideration of religious men. . All 
are doing their work, each in its own 
way. But scrutinize the membership 
of each. 
You 
w’ill 
find that each 
makes an appeal to men of a certain 
cast of mind. One sect makes an ap­ 
peal to men who want quiet ana re­ 
flection and 
close 
communion with 
God. Another appeals to 
those w'ho 
love 
humanitarian 
w o rk - work fur 
their fellows. 
One appeals to those 
w ho love dignity and quiet stateliness 
of worship. 
Another 
to 
those who 
love enthusiasm* 
Quakerism, Salva- 
tionism, 
Galvanism, 
the 
establish­ 
ment, all pass in hasty review before 
us. 
Each is good in its way. 
But not

cent attacks on the toothbrush would 
tend to show that it is really as un 
sanitary as the 
traditional 
railroad 
station roller towl. 
Doctors have ad 
vocated the disuse of the toothbrush 
and the use of floss silk. 
Dr. M. P. Ravenel, professor of bac­ 
teriology and preventive medicine at 
the University of Missouri, scoffs at 
the theory that the 
toothbrush 
is 
dangerous. 
“The use of floss silk between the 
teeth after each meal is most useful 
in the preservation of the teeth and 
in the hygiene of the mouth,” said 
Dr. Ravenel. 
“It may also be admit 
ted that toothbrushes which are part­ 
ly worn and are dirty can be a source 
of infection. 
There is no doubt that 
every toothbrush after being put in 
use contains germs, and that it is 
practically 
impossible 
to 
sterilize 
there brushes daily. 
The germs on 
the 
toothbrush, 
however, 
are 
de­ 
rived from the mouth, 
and 
foreign 
germs are not introduced. 
There is 
no evidence that the germs on the 
oothbrush multiply at all. The tooth 
brush, then, is merely putting back in­ 
to the mouth part of the germs which 
it originally obtained from the decay­ 
ing roots of the teeth or badly kept 
mouths. 
> 
“Even with these facts in view it 
is 
clear 
that 
the toothbrush is a 
cleansing agent and its disuse w'ould 
result in serious injury. There seems 
to be no reason for the alarm which 
some 
writers 
have 
spread. 
The 
toothbrush should be carefully w’ashed 
after 
use 
and put in a dry, clean 
place. 
It is also a good thing for 
each person to have several tooth­ 
brushes, never using the same one 
twice 
in 
succession, 
but 
allowing 
twenty-four hours to elapse between 
the use of the same brush. The brush 
should be kept free from dust, and 
in a place w’here there is .'plenty of 
pure air.”

It 
is a dem ocratic 
arm y,

Swiss. The whole manhood of the na­ 
tion is subject to service and there 
a re no officers but 
those 
who have 
served as privates. T here are no such 
colleges as at W est 
Point, 
but the 
m an w ho is to become an officer m ust 
get his instruction in a 
few' w eeks’ 
training in the schools 
at Thun and 
Basle. 
The 
confederation 
has 
the 
control of the skilled m echanics, such 
a s engineers, the san itary corps, the 
com m issariat. 
So 
much 
the demo­ 
cratic country has left to the central 
governm ent. But the cantons have to 
look after and 
supply 
the infantry, 
an d their duty is to see that no m an 
a b le in body 
and 
mind 
evades his 
m ilitary service; hut no canton may 
keep more than 300 men as a perm a­ 
n e n t force, w hich is a curious illus­ 
tration of the double 
sovereignty in

17.—T he aw ard of five 
additional Victoria Crosses 
is 
an­ 
nounced in the London Gazette. 
Four 
of them were won by “most conspicu­ 
ous bravery” in connection with bomb- 
throwing exploits, which now consti­ 
tute such an im portant feature of 
trench warfare. 
It was during opera­ 
tions southw est of K rithia on the 
Gallipoli Peninsula th a t Captain Ger­ 
ald Robert O’Sullivan, First Battalion, 
Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, won the 
highest aw'ard for valor. This is what 
he did, as narrated in the official re­ 
port : 
“On the night of the lst-2nd July, 
1915, when it was essential that a 
portion of a trench which had been 
lost 
should 
be 
regained, 
Captain 
O’Sullivan, although not belonging to 
the troops at this point, volunteered 
to lead a party of homo throw'ers to 
cfi pct the recapture. 
“He advanced in the open, under a 
very heavy fire, and, in 
order 
to 
throw his bombs with greater effect, 
got up on the parapet, w here lie was 
completely exposed to the fire of 
the enemy occupying the trench 
Ile 
was finally wounded, but not before 
his inspiring example had led on his 
party to m ake further efforts, which 
resulted in the 
recapture 
of 
the 
trench. 
“On the night of lSth-19th June, 
1915, Captain O’Sullivan saved a criti­ 
cal situation in the sam e locality by 
his great personal gallantry and good 
leading.” 
On the day following this announce­ 
m ent came another, more sinister, in 
the official casualty list, giving Captain 
O’Sullivan in the list cf “missing.” 
Sergeant Jam es Somm ers, 
of 
the 
same battalion won the v ictoria Cross 
at the sam e time. 
“W hen. owing to 
hostile bombing, some ct our troops 
had retired from a sap,” says the re ­ 
port ’n the London Gazette, “Sergeant 
Som m ers rem ained alone on the spot 


u t . t i l a party brought u p bombs. 
He 
then climbed over into the Turkish 
trench and bombed the T urks w'ith 
good e fleet. 
"L ater on he advanced into the 
open under very heavy lire and held 
back the enem y by throw ing bombs 
into their flank until a barricade had 
been established. 
During this period 
he frequently ran to and from our 
trenches to obtain fresh supplies of 
bombs.” 
W hat Second Lieutenant H erbert 
Jam es, of the W orcestershire regiment 
did to wan the cross in the Gallipoli 
operations, is thus described: 
“On the 28th of June, 1915. when a 
portion of a regim ent had been check­ 
ed, owing to all the officers being out 
of action, Second L ieutenant Jam es, 
who belonged to a neighboring unit, 
entirely on his ow'n initiative, g ather­ 
ed together a body of men and led 
them forward under heavy shell and 
rifle fire. 
He then returned, organiz­ 
ed a second party and again advanc­ 
ed. 
His gallant exam ple put fresh 
life into the attack. 
“On th e 3rd of July, in the same 
locality, he headed a party of bomb 
throw ers up a T urkish communica­ 
tion trench, and, after nearly all his 
bomb-throwers had been 
killed 
or 
wounded, he rem ained alone at the 
head of the trench and kept back the 
enemy single handed till a harrier 
had been build behind him and the 
trench secured. 
H e was throughout 
exposed to a m urderous fire.” 
It was betw een Cam brin and Le 
Basse, in France, on August 3rd, of 
this year, 
th at 
Second 
Lieutenant 
George A. B. Rochefort of the Scots 
Guards, displayed “most conspicuous 
gallantry” and won the Victoria Cross. 
“At 2 a. rn. a German trench m ortar 
bomb landed on the side of the p ara­ 
pet of the com m unicating trench in 
which he stood, close to a small w ork­ 
ing party of his battalion. 
He m ight 
yards 
round the corner into perfect safety, 
but, shouting to his men to look out, 
he rushed at the bomb, seized it, and 
hurled it over the parapet, w'here it 
at once exploded. 
“There is no doubt,” adds the of­ 
ficial report, “that this splendid com­ 
bination of presence 
of 
mind 
and 
courage saved the lives of m any of 
the w orking party.” 
The wish is expressed in the l o n ­ 
don papers that some enterprising film 
producer turn out a series of moving 
pictures depicting various exploits by 
which the Victoria Cross has been 
won.

$3,074,216 and surplus of $63,000. 
Commissioner Sturgis stated that 
the treasurer has confessed that he 
lost the money in real estate invest­ 
ments. 
The bank issued a statem ent 
tonight saving the alleged defalcation 
is partly covered by B urton’s bond 
of $20,000.

Burton has twice been mayor of the 
citv and once a state senator.

FILL SILOS RIGHT, MR. FIRMER 


Hundreds of New Ones Need Especial 
Care In Filling. 


Columbia, 
Mo., 
Sept. 
17.—Don’t 
wait too long to fill the silo. 
Begin 
as soon as the corn is right for fod­ 
der. 
T he kernels should be in the 
dough stage hut dented and the low­ 
e r leaves turning brow'n. 
Let the 
corn m ature as much as possible w ith­ 
out becoming so dry that w'ater must 
he added to m ake the 
silage 
pack 
solidly and ferm ent properly. 
Cut into pieces half to three-fourths 
of an inch long to make them pack 
well and to prevent w aste in feeding. 
This takes more power, hut is worth 
it. 
Rack well with concrete tam pers, 
keeping the silage higher at the wall 
than in tho center. 
Fill slowly, if possible, letting the 
silage settle a day or so at a time. 
This makes it keep better and in­ 
creases the amount the silo will hold. 
This amount may be still further in­ 
creased by using woven wire to hold 
m ore silage at the top. 
It will giad- 
iiallv settle in’o the silo, but tends 
to spoil while doing so. ’t more silage 
is added af*er such settling, take out 
the spoiled layer at tho top. 
If caught bv frosty 
the 
corn 
for 
silage should be cut before it dries 
out. 
After that, add water. 
The corn 
may even be shocked to put in a more 
convenient time or to refill the silo, 
if enough w ater is added. 
The Experiment Station has pub­ 
lished bulletins on shock corn foi 
silage, silo building, and silage for 
horses, mules and steers.^

peace. 
The announcem ent that European 
sailings from America

would be very light this season be­ 
cause of the subm arine w arfare and 
the upset conditions in the continen­ 
tal capitals gave rise to the hope in 
the far east th at the annual sum m er 
rush to Europe would turn Chinaward 
this year. 
There were expectations 
th at teachers and 
other 
Americans 
who m ust take their vacations in the 
sum m er would surely come to the far 
east this season, but the expectations 
have not been realized. 
Chinglungchiao, which 
forms 
the 
gateway to Mongolia, 
is 
ordinarily 
thronged in fine w eather

It is here that the 
new* Kalgan line, w'hich the Chinese 
governm ent is building into Mongolia, 
cuts through the great wall, thus con­ 
necting the hert of China with the 
barbarians wrhom the ancient em per­ 
ors tried to keep out by the great 
barriers of stone and brick. The well 
preserved ruins of the wall, with its 
great w atch towers, thread their wray 
across the high m ountains surround­ 
ing this point.

place they tunneled beneath the n ar­

north and south. 
Donkey boys, coolies and beggars 
still aw ait the trains from Peking, 
but their patience is poorly rewarded. 
It is an exceptional train which yields 
three tourists, and many of the trains 
do not carry a single visitor.

Nankou, the railway station twelve 
miles south, w here tourists leave the

to 
m ake the ten-mile donkey 
ride to the Ming 
Tombs, 
probably 
the most famous show' place in N orth­ 
ern China. 
At th at point the tombs 
of thirteen m em bers of the Ming dy­ 
nasty are scattered about 
a 
great 
plain which is hemmed in on three 
sides by high m ountains chosen as a 
protection against the evil spirits. 
In the great m arble 
arch 
which 
stands at the entrance to the valley 
troops of naked children wait in vain 
fo r tourists who will toss them silver. 
Along the rows of 
gigantic 
m arble 
camels, elephants and 
lions 
wrhich 
line 
the 
once royal avenue to the 
tombs, loafers, tired of w aiting for 
visitors, beat tomtoms, wave flags and 
shout in an effort to scare away the 
flying locusts which are attacking the 
neighboring millet fields. 
W ithin the great red w'alls W'hich 
encircle the tombs and temples half- 
naked attendants are asleep beneath 
the groves of gnarled oaks and ce­ 
dars. 
Visitors are so few th at the 
gates are kept locked and it takes
